P.).—With the exception of Mer- 
ville, the Germans thus far have not 
reached their objectives in the pres- 
ent drive north and south of Armen- 
tieres, but today’s developments in- 
dicated that the enemy had no in- 
‘tention of abandoning the assault 
immediately. A captured German 
document reveals that there were to 
s-be three smashes on the front north 
and south of Armentieres. One had 
Bailleul as its main objective, the 
other Merville and Aire, and the 
third Bethune. 

Not less than 28 divisions had been 
employed by the enemy in this pre- 
tentious program, which has meant 
that at some places the British have 
been very heavily outnumbered. A 
German division aggregates 13,000 to 
14,000 men, including 7500 rifles. 

Fighting Is Bitter. 

St. Venant, between Merville and 
Aire, was being heavily attacked to- 
day by strong forces of Germans aft- 
er their success of last night, which 
gave them possession of Merville. 
The enemy seem desirous of reach- 
ing Aire, a railway center, and were 
throwing large numbers of troops 
into the conflict in an attempt to 
drive the British back. The German 
threat in this direction undoubtedly 
is of considerable importance. 

The fighting today continued to be 
of the bitterest nature, not only in 
the Merville neighborhood, where 
the main assault was made, but also 
northward of Givenchy.

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py events of unusual social interest; there had 
been the special mission from the new Chinese 
Republic, the, visit of the King and Queen of 
Denmark, and later in the fatal summer, the 
visit of the Lord Mayor of London, who in robes 
and golden chains came riding—at least from 
the Gare du Nord to the Palace—in his ancient 
coach, with his. beefeaters and all the civic 
pomp of old London town. And these events 
had laughing echoes and brilliant reflections in 
the Quartier Leopold, which never perhaps had 
been so gay. It is the quarter sacred from time 
if not immemorial, at least what would be im- 
memorial in most of our cities, to the aristocracy, 
and lies west of the boulevards of the “upper 
town’’-—-as that part of the city was called when 
Leopold I came to the throne—and with its solid 
blocks of stately houses, it extends now eastward 
almost to the Cinquantenaire, so has aristocracy 
flourished. Joseph Conrad, in one of his stories, 
refers to those houses as having given the im- 
pression of ‘“‘whitened sepulchers,” and the Quar- 
tier does wear, indeed, an aspect of vague mel- 
ancholy,.un peu triste, with its monotonous 
facades of gray or white, or cafe au lait, that 
have a way of scowling gloomily in the rain that 
drops down so easily from the low grax northern 
skies; the houses seem always to be closed, and 
the persiennes drawn, as though their owners 
were not at home. Perhaps it is because they 
are not at home to everybody, though when one 
of the great doors is opened with a great clatter 
of chains, by an impassive butler, and one is 
once within, one attributes the externa] aspect 
to the res@rve that one finds characterizing every- 
thing within, surcharging even the calm atmos- 
phere. . 


Pe cooties these great doors in other days 
or as they did roll until the Germans 
came, and at the other end of the porte-cochere, 
which pierces the house like a tunnel, one has 4 
bright glimpse of those lovely gardens where so 
much of: the intimate life of Brussels is passed.

ceilings and their heavily curtained windows 
overlooking the street, and the espion to tell who 
stands at the door without, a device that might 
have relieved Horace of the bore Crispinus, and 
delivered Emerson out of the dangers of those 
awful Devastators of the Day who dwell in 
every land.

We were all soon to leave it and we did not 
know, and the master of the house was to be 
among the first, not only to go into exile, while 
the Germans came to pillage his wine cellars and 
carouse in that very dining hall, but to hurry on 
into that longer, darker exile where myriads have 
since been buried. 

It all seems like a dream, we say, in our 
despair of giving a real sense of the unreality of 


some very real event, and I suppose that what 
leads one to say that, aside from one’s inability 


‘ to give clearness to a rather vague thought, is 


the fact that such light, gay, inconsequential, 
natural, and human things are impossible in our 
world any more since it entered upon this long 
and endless night and the terrible reality of its 
nightmare; they are events that belong to a 
world in which we used to live, a world so 
changed now that it can never be the same 
again. And yet there is a succession of scenes 
that live vivid in the memory; I can even recall 
with perfect distinctness phrases that were ut- 
tered, phrases of not the ieast importance, 
apropos of nothing at all—the old habit of a 
memory in which arrangements of words have a 
way of embedding themselves.

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LOCALITIES HANDICAPPED IN NAMING. 
gust now is one of the times when we feel the 
inconvenience of our inventive poverty in select- 
ing names for localities. Of the Indian nomen- 
clature preserved the most familiar and important 
is that applied to the great natural features of 
the country, to some of the mountain ranges and 
especially to the rivers. 

Their names dre on the waters 
And you may not wash them out. 

So it was put years ago in a ballad. Some of 
these names of natural features were afterward 
transferred to the man-created features of the 
continent, the cities and political units. The 
names of explorers and leaders and of the Eu- 
ropean officials under whom they labored were 
also employed. 

Capacity for distinctiveness, -however, often 
seemed to exhaust itself quickly. The easiest way 
was to transfer to new localities geographical 
names already utilized in the old countries. With 
each succeeding current of immigration have m1- 
grated also the names of old home localities of 
which the newcomers have had affectionate re- 
membrance, The result is that numerous foreign 
geographical designations have been duplicated 
here not merely once but many times in different 
states, and often several times in the same state. 

Embarrassments first came during our two 
wars with England. Haste was made to rechristen 
some localities, but the job was too big. Enthu- 
siasm for adopted French names was chilled dur- 
ing little trouble we had with France and some- 
thing of the same sort came about during our war 
with Spain, though it was too brief to lead to 
many changes. 

In the present state of sentiment many streets, 
rural townships and towns labor under a heavy 
handicap in German names, whose recurrence are 
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to oppose conscription at this, the big crisis in|

found on enumeration to be amazing. It is me 
tural that the abandonment of some of them 
should be one of the records of the intense feeling 
of this time, for they will be recognized as liabili- 
ties for many years to come. Unfortunately, 
many of them are secufely embalmed in incor- 
poration acts and city plats. To change them all 
would cause great confusion now and in the future, 
though changes may be looked on sympathetically 
if they can bé made with a minimum of incon- 
venience. Whenechanges are impracticable, cha- 
grin should enforce a lesson. As future areas are 
settled there should be greater ofiginality in pick- 
ing names for them and a less slavish initiation 
of foreign nomenclature.

THE NEW HOME RULE SCHEME. 

The new Irish home rule plan passed the Dublin 
convention by a substantial negative vote, show- 
ing that neither time nor extraordinary circum- 
stances have changed Irish resistance. 

It comes into Parliament on the fourth anni- 
versary of acute political crises induced by the 
former bill, which, having passed the House twice 
before, was being prepared in the spring of 1914 
for the third passage, which would enact it with- 
out consent of the upper house. It was adopted 
late in the summer, but in September its opera- 
tion was suspended. until the end of the war. 

The old measure provided for an Irish Senate of 
40 members, the first to-be appointed and their 
successors elected. ‘The House was to consist 
of 164 members, of whom 59 were to be the Ulster 
representation. 

The new scheme provides for a Senate of 64 
members and a House of 200, of whom the Union- 
ists will be entitled to 40 per cent, a smaller ratio 
than in the old bill. However, these are only de- 
tails. In essential principles and the division of 
powers between. the local Legislature and the 
London Parliament, the two schemes seem to be 
about the same. In the case of both the question 
whether Ireland should be permitted to have a 
customs system of its own caused difficulty. The 
new bill reserves’ this point for the future. The 
local option feature of the former scheme also 
seems to be lacking. 

it is asserted that with the rise of the Sinn Fein 
movement Irish eagerness for home rule has 
cooled. If, however, the Lloyd George ministry, 
ignoring a temporary ebulition, puts the bill 
through promptly as a response to a historic de- 
mand, pressed for at least two generations, thé 
world outside of Ireland will have small sympathy 
for any discontent caused by visionary separa- 
tionists and other extremists.

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COAL FOR NEXT WINTER. 

Consumers who have the means will be wise to 
take the advice of the Fuel Administration and 
buy their supply now for next winter. But there 
are thousands of poor persons who will be unable 
to do so. And the increase in prices expected dur- 
ing the coming months threatens to make a pro- 
hibitive figure for such persons next winter. 

If the masses of the poor are to depend upon the 
city’s coal yards next wiftter, as appears to be 
certain, the city authorities should make pro- 
vision for that condition before prices go up. A 
large coal supply should be laid in ‘by the city, 
to meet the demand. The poor will have to be sup- 
plied with coal next winter, and money will be 
saved by purchasing supplies now, not only for 
the city institutions and the municipal coal yards, 
but to sell at cost to persons who will be able to 
buy at that time, but cannot do so now.

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THE LIE EMPEROR CHARLES TOLD. 

Emperor Charles of Austria having wired the 
Kaiser assurances of his complete loyalty to 
Prussianism and denounced as false the statement 
that he had recognized thaf® France has a just 
Premier Clemenceau 
brings forward the proof of just what he did say. 

It is in a letter written March 31, 1917, by 
Charles to his own brother-in-law and transmit- 
ted by him to President Poincare of France. It 
expressed a chivalrous admifation for the “re- 
sistance” and “‘dashing courage” of the French 
and adds: “I will support by every means and by 
exerting. all my personal influence with my allies 
France's just claim regarding Alsace-Lorraine.”’ 

The letter explains many things—the repeated 
rumors of a separate peace with Austria, not a 
few of President Wilson's utterance addressed di- 
rectly or indirectly to Vienna and our Govern- 
ment’s delay in declaring war on Austria. Was 
Charles, in sending the letter, merely the tool 
of Prussian camouflage and intrigue for bringing 
On ah armistice and a peace council designed to 
have results almost as disastrous as those at 
Brest-Litovsk ? 

His present protestations seem to indicate that 
this is not the case. Probably the world would 
prefer to believe that the youthful Emperor, 
newly come to the throne, disillusioned with Prus- 
sianism and conscious of the danger to his em- 
pire, yielded to a creditable and perhaps romantic 
impulse of humanity and sought a peace at least 
for his own suffering people. If history should 
show this to be the fact, his present status after 
Prussianhism, by methods we can understand, has 
completely enmeshed him and rendered him help- 
legs, will excite pity.
